(/P)—Thirty-four men were 
counted lost today as the

Coast 
guardsmen 
said 


none of the crew of the 410-foot 
vessel could have survived 
the 


pounding seas that smashed the 
freighter into wreckage after a 
76-mile an hour hurricane tossed it 
upon Peacock Spit, Davy Jones' 
locker for many another ship. 


The furious storm also threat- 


ened several other vesssels 
as 
coast patrols 
sought 
bodies of 
other victims. 
It was the greatest toll of lives 


on Peacock Spit since 1913, when 
33 were lost on a -tanker. 


An even greater loss of life was 


averted narrowly when the coast

NATION'S CAPITAL NOW CAMP 
OF EMBATTLED FARMERS ASKING 
ENACTMENT NEW FARM PROGRAM

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
13.—(/P)— 
The capital became a camp of 
"embattled farmers" today as de- 
termination spread among agricul- 
tural groups to "picket" legisla- 
tive halls until congress enacts a 
new farm program. 
A poll of agricultural representa- 


tives from virtually all sections 
of the country revealed arrange- 
ments to maintain 
congressional 
contacts on a larger scale than 
ever before. 
Moreover, there were signs that 
when congress gets down to the 
actually drafting of a new farm 
bill, 
some farm 
representatives 


may fight for Ideas not contem- 
plated by farm administration of- 
cicials. 
The proposal being pushed by 
administration men, and incorpor- 
ated as the No. 1 plank in a seven- 
point policy platform drawn by 100 
spokesmen for farm organizations 
Saturday, centers on production 
control 
through 
subsidized soil 
conservation. 
Farmers would get cash grants, 


provided they had permitted the 
transfer of certain acreage from 
commercial production to soil con- 
serving crops, or had "adjusted" 
the commodities on certain land. 


Administration 
leaders, faced 
with the problem of raising an es- 
timated $500,000,000 a year to fi- 
nance the program, are consider- 
ing an effort to enact most of the 
old processing taxes as excise lev- 
ies. 
Many AAA officials believe, 
it Is said, that the supreme court 
decision invalidating AAA left the

No decision was handed down in 
the only other New Deal case be- 
fore it—involving the Tennessee 
Valley Authority act. 


The tax ruling, given in 
the> 
Louisiana rice millers' case, did 
not cover whether tho processors 
must prove they had not passed 
the levies on tho consumer before 
recovery could be made. Litigation 
already under way in the lower 
courts must decide that. 


Government attorneys later em- 
phasized this requirement of thf 
amended AAA act would remain 
in effect unless the supreme court 
holds it invalid.

filed by Governor Eugene Tal-

Chief Justice 'Hughes, explaining 
the Bankhead dismissal, said In 
the decision that Lee Moor, the 
complaining Texas planter, had 
principally given only general tes- 
timony regarding his 
financial 
necessities. 
The trial court concluded he 
had failed to make a case, It was 
recalled, and the appeals court 
agreed 
"upon 
the 
established 
principle that a mandatory In- 
junction Is not granted as a mat- 
ter of right, but Is granted or re- 
fused'In the exercise of sound ju- 
dicial discretion." 
The 
supreme court 
accepted 
this view. 
In the rice millers' opinion, read 
by Justice Roberts, the court held 
the change* made by the new 
AAA law enacted at the last ses- 
sion did not "cure the Infirmities 
of the original act" which it held 
unconstitutional last week. 
"The exaction still lacked the 
quality of a true tax," the court 
said. "It remains a means for ef- 
fectuating the regulation of agri- 
culture .production, a matter not 
within the powers of congress." 
Impounded Taxes.

SHERMAN, Jan. 11.—(/P)—Rich- 
ard Rehm was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to 30 years' impri- 
sonment today for the shooting of 
a Dallas policeman, Luke J. Bell, 
while trying to escape from jail In 
Dallas, May 18, 1934.

Defense 
counsel 
Immediately 


made a formal motion for a new 
trial and said he planned to file a 
brief within a few days. 


It was the second time Rehm 'lad 


been convicted 
on 
the murder 
charge. His first trial was in Dal- 
las county, where the jury assessed 
the death penalty. This verdict was 
reversed. At his second trial jurors 
failed to agree and the case wan 
transferred here on a change of 
venue. 


Rehm had been arrested and in- 


terned by Dallas authorities for 
treatment of a venereal disease. He 
attempted to escape while being 
transferred from the city to the 
county jarfl. He ran into a garage 
near the city hall and there J.nKag- 
ed in a tussle with Officer Bell, 
who was shot with his own pistol. 
Later Rehm fled from Dallas and 
was recaptured in North Texas. 


It was the defense contention that 
he had been held illegally. 


Rehm was an itinerant artist. He 
said he also had been an electrical 
engineer.

group singing of several songs. 


Navarro County Program. 


County 
Superintendent Brown 


was introduced by Superintendent 
Norwood, and discussed the pro- 
gram of revision in Navarro coun- 
ty. He said this year the county 
has been divided into eight parts 
to study production in the groups, 
and then to put the facts together. 
He said the first step of the plan 
proposed by the state department, 
that of orientation was started 
last year, and in some localities 
this phase has been completed, 
and they have gone into the pro- 
duction work, or the second step 
of the project. 


Superintendent LcMft-, was pre- 


sented by Superintendent Norwood 
and catalogued the progress of re- 
vision in this district. 


The Athens schoolman explain- 
ed the four proposed steps of the 
revision plan, which include, (1) 
planning or orientation; (2) work 
and production; (3) testing and 
(4) corrective steps. 


Progress In District. 


Mr. LeMay pointed 
out 
that 


some points in the district are not 
through with their first step, some 
few sections are in the production 
stage, while "a very few if any" 
are in the third, or testing stage. 


Dr. Matthews was introduced by 
Superintendent 
Norwood. 
The 


speaker said he had been assign- 
ed a subject which he interpreted 
to mean "how big is the curricu- 
lum?" 


He defined the word "curricu- 


lum" in Roman to mean a cir- 
cle, or endless track around which 
one runs. He added that it, in his 
opinion means "all activities of 
children in and out of school." 


The speaker held that the cur- 


riculum involves everyone because 
a teacher is supposed to teach 
the child all that is possible, and 
then a little more. He continued 
this line of reasoning: 


"How can we expect progress if 


we do not make it possible for 
children 
to 
be better 
teachers 


than we are?" 


Purpose of School, 


"The whole 
purpose 
of 
the 


school is to make it possible for 
us to live In a better world in- 
volving crime, poverty, ignorance, 
housing facilities, and many other 
phases of the everyday life," the 
speaker declared. 


Referring again to the curricu- 


lum as a circle, Dr. Matthews 
said he liked to break It up into 
segments, including these four car- 
ulnal divisions, 
(1) 
work; 
(2) 


play (or proper use of leisure 
time); 
(3) citizenship, and 
(4) 


homelife. 


Each of the above divisions was 


discussed in the light of the teach- 
ing profession, and the speaker 
brought in many technicalities of 
new teaching trends. 


In closing, Dr. Matthews said: 
"Do not look for a new and 


complete curriculum by next fall 
to be introduced with a formal 
ceremony; I say pick out a few 
things that you see clearly and 
try them out, and then list oth- 
see less clearly and try them out 
in the future.'" 


At the conclusion of his talk, 
Dr. Matthews answered a number 
of questions asked by those pres- 
ent, which dealt 
with 
present 


teaching trends and possible cases 
after 
curriculum 
revision.

problem and re-emphasized his de- 
termination for soil conservation 
and control of production as the 
answer to the farming situation. 


Talking offhand with newsmen 


at his regular press 
conference, 


the president turned thumbs down 
on proposals to provide subsidies 
for exports. 


"We must avoid," he said for 


direct quotation, "any national ag- 
riculture policy which will result 
in the shipping of our soil fertility 
to foreign nations." 


In a return to uncontrolled crop 


production, he saw a new race 
for short-sighted plowing of the 
ast middle west area, a return of 
the dust stors and an eventual 
desert land in this rich region. 
Mr. Roosevelt proposed no spe- 


cific plan and carefully avoided 
discussion of any 
specific farm 
plan to meet the situation result- 
ing from death of AAA. However, 
he gave notice of an intention to 
seek some legislation at this ses- 
sion to .carry out what he regards 
as his responsibility and, that of 
those he described 
as 
thinking 


farmers, for soil conservation and 
control production. 


The president made no reference 


to the supreme court. 


President's Attitude. 
In answer to questions the pres- 


ident gave the following exposition 
of his attitude: 


He said ehhas to think of agri- 
culture from the viewpoint of the 
48 states, not separately but na- 
tionally.

many states, aided by the advent 
of modern machinery. 
The result, he said, was that a 


very light soil was turned up and 
land owners started in raising 
wheat. Because of the great areas 
of each farm little attention was 
paid to the yield per acre because 
a profit was possible through bulk 
production. 


Started Dust Storms. 


The result was, he added, by 
plowing up of this land, dust 
storms began and 
are 
getting 
steadily worse because of the use 
of the land for wheat Instead of 
cattle. 


He described this dust storm 
area as 
roughly, including 
th«s 
Western 
Panhandle 
of Texas, 


Western Oklahoma, Western Kan- 
sas, Western South Dakota, West- 
ern North Dakota, a large portion 
of 
Montana, 
Eastern 
Colorado 
and Northern New Mexico. This 
area, he explained, is probably as 
large as all of New England, New 
York and New Jersey put togeth- 
er. 


He then asserted that if the 
country goes in for the national 
agricultural principle that encour- 
age the plowing up of land again 
because of the export subsidies, 
dust storms will continue and a 
vast area will be a virtual desert 
in which no one can live within a 
generation or two. 


The same is true with cotton, 


he said. With the export subsidy 


j he believed the 
average farmer 


. may increase his land production 
and start going to the mountain 
tops with a result in an increase 
in the soil that runs off to the 
ocean.

The first hospital announcement 
said "an urgent 
operation was 


performed."

said the patient was "doinc as 
well as could be expected." 
He arrived at the hospital at 8 
a. m., and his condition was so 
critical that an emergency orepa- 
tlon was decided on. He was tak- 
en to the operating theatre at 9:15

Abnormal rainfall In Corsicana 


during the past year was clearly 
reflected in the records of the 
pumping plant of the Corsicana 
water department at Lake Hal- 
bert, when the daily average drop- 
ped almost 150,000 gallons per day 
below the 1934 figure. 
Only two months in the 
lear 
showed a, pumping average of a 
million gallons per day, compared 
with three in 1934, and the per 
capita usage dropped'from 67 gal- 
lons per day to 56 during the past 
year. 
Even the use of summer rates 


failed to boost the monthly totals 
to' an appreciable extent as con- 
tinued showers throughout 
the 
usual dry season prevented the 
necessity of the usual "yard wat- 
ering." 
Total consumption for the year 
was 313,240,000 gallons, with a 
daily average of 858,090 gallons. In 
only three out of the past 11 years 
has consumption been as low ac- 
cording to the records of the wat- 
er department. 
With the Inclus- 


ion of the 1935 totals. Corsicana 
has used about three and a half 
billion gallons from Lake Halbert 
and at the present time has a 
lake almost filled to its capacity of 
two and a half billion gallons, 
fully certified for all uses by the 
U. S. public health service. In ad- 
dition, repairs are now under way 
at the lake to the dam, rebuilding 
of roads, and Installing of bridges 
and low water dams to prevent 
silting of the lake that are supply- 
ing employment of more than 200 
men and will cost approximately 
$100,000 when completed.

A negro 
ran up to him, he said, and in- 
formed him a white man had ,been 
tilled. 


Sending the negro for help, Os- 
borne proceeded to the farmhouse 
where he found Harris dead, beat- 
en into insensibility with a blunt 
instrument and shot through the 
head. He said Harris apparently 
had been beaten with an axe, then 
shot.

Questions about the Farm Debt 


Adjustment Division of Resettle- 
ment Administration being, asked 
by farmers are of such similarity 
that L. I. Griffin, committeeman 
in this community, 
has 
asked 


that answers to a number of 
them be published. Other mem- 
bers of the committee include T. 
P. Shivers, Corsicana; t,. R. Hall, 
Rice, and Will Trammel, Jr., Ker- 
ens. 
All of these men will be 


glad to give anyone complete in- 
formation about this service. 


The questions and their 
an- 


swers follow: 
Q._What legal status does the 


committee have? 
A.—None. It cannot force either 


the debtor or the creditor to ac- 
cept " any suggestions. 


Q.—Can it .be effective without 


legal status? 
A.—In many financial disagree- 


ments, as in life, most of the 
trouble 
Is inability to see the 


other side of the question. The 
committee can* show the creditor 
how he will profit by a new ar- 
rangement, and it ,can show the 
farmer how he should arrange 
his financial affairs to warrant 
further credit or an extension of 
time. This committee has studied 
finance and can also give farm- 
ers suggestions as to where to 
refinance to greater advantage. 


Q.—Will It help any farmer who 


goes to it? 


A.—The committee will advise 


any farmer who means business, 
and who will work with it hon- 
estly and carry through until the 
difficult task is finished. 


Q.—How long will it take a 


farmer to get refinanced when 
he :ls in Immediate danger of los- 
ing his property? 
This depends on the situation. 


However, the committee is usual- 
ly able to get the creditors to 
postpone litigation to allow the 
farmer an opportunity to secure 
financial assistance from 
some 


other source. 
Where the 
case 


warrants such drastic action, the 
committee- may suggest that the 
farmer seek legal protection. 


Q.—Will the committee try to 


refinance any farmer who goes 
to It? 


A.—This committee does not re- 


finance any one. It suggests ways 
farmers may secure refinancing 
from other agencies, 
including 


private firms, the Federal Land 
Bank, and the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration. 


Q.—Will It give this, informa- 


tion _to farmers who do not need 
such'complete assistance? 


A.—Yes. Creditors 
who 
hold 


farm loans and are not receiving 
due consideration by the farmer- 
debtor are urged to bring their 
problems to the committee. 


Q—What does this cost? 
A.—Well, it costs the 
farmer 


and .creditor nothing but their 
time and -effort, and the commit- 
teemen receive only a small sum 
from the government to apply on 
expenses, no salary having been 
provided for. 


Q.—Have 
those committees real- 


ly accomplished anything? 


A.—In Texas 
and 
Oklahoma 


alone, more than 14,000 foreclo- 
sures have been avoided, repre- 
senting $40,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty. 


Q.—When should the 
commit- 


teemen be contacted? 


A.—Any time, at their meetings 


or before. The committee usually 
discusses the cases brought to it 
at the meetings and prefers thai 
one of the members know the 
farmer's story before the meeting, 


Q.—Does the committee have a 


regular meeting place and time? 


A.—Yes, the place is Office 3
